There’s moisture 1n 
his eyes for he hated 
like sin to say good- 
bye to these wonder- 
ful pets of his. I’m 
going to include 
some of these cattle 
in my coming sale, 
May 15th, and want 
you to reserve space 
in the catalog for 
them. IT’ll let you 
know definitely in a 
few days which ones 
will be placed at the 
disposal of the pub- 
lic. Write you from 
home, for I am leav- 
ing in a few min- 
utes.” And that’s the 
end of the conver- 
sation. 

It’s not an easy 
matter for your edi- 
tor to tell the world 
that E. T. Davis, 
actively engaged in 
the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding business 
for more than forty- 
five years is retir- 
ing from the ranks 
of active breeders. 
To the man who has 
been affiliated with 
these wonderful cat- 
tle for that length 
of time, retiring is a painful ordeal, for 
these lovely beasts do become a vital part 
of any real cattleman’s life. Ed. Davis is 
no exception to this rule. Many is the 
time that he has driven out toward the 
farm as far as he could go and then fin- 
ished the trip on foot, either in the mud 
or in deep snow drifts in order to see 
that his cattle had feed and water, both of 
which have always been supplied in an 
abundance, for Ed. Davis would rather go

without a meal himself than to have his fav- 
orite pets want for attention. That’s just 
the way of a true cattleman. Just what he 
will do in the future cannot yet be announc- 
ed for the sale was made rather unexpected- 
ly and pretty suddenly at that, for L. R. 
Kershaw works fast or not at all. 

It may be well to give the younger gener- 
ation a few sidelights on the activity of this 
old war horse. The records show that E. T. 
Davis began breed- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle way back in 
1894 and immediate- 
ly took to the show 
ring with his cattle,

turned to America 
with some 102 head 
of carefully selected 
bulls and females 
from which has 
come a mighty 
strong influence for 
good that permeates 
the better cattle of 
today in this coun- 


try. 
“Ed” has _ been 
prominently identi- 
fied with the breed since the very beginning 
of his operations. Twice has he served as 
vice-president of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders Association of Chicago, and 
twice was he elevated to the presidency of 
this organization. Many are the years that he 
has served on the board of directors of the 
same association. Fort twenty-five years 
Mr. Davis was the active secretary for the 
Iowa Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association, 
retiring only at its last annual meeting at

Des Moines in March. E. T. Davis is not 
the “kid” that he used to be, nevertheless 
he’s a plenty live wire, knows the breed and 
knows the cattle and their pedigrees “like 
a book”.

_ L. R. Kershaw may well feel lucky in be- 
ing able to annex this great herd of breed- 
ing cows to his extensive holdings in Okla- 
hema, where is to be found cattle in great 
numbers, carrying the top blood lines of the 
breed and representing on the maternal side 
about all the most coveted tribes has to of- 
fer. His coming sale catalog will reveal the 
individual animals that he will select for 
distribution to the general public. And, 
right here it may be well to say that L. R.

Breeders and prospective breeders every- 
where are directed to the great string of 
Auction sales listed for the next few weeks. 
It has been some time since such an array 
of strictly high class breeding cattle have 
been released from the good breeding plants 
of the nation. No man can well say that he 
has not had an opportunity to purchase 
foundation breeding cattle when this season 
has closed. Scarcely is there a sale listed 
that will not have its bargains, and these 
bargains will not by any means be found 
in the lower bracket or price range. There 
will of course with so many cattle offered 
within such a short space of time, be bar- 
gains at all ranges. While the trend is up- 
ward and price levels are destined certainly 
to go much higher there are so many cattle 
offered that the better cattle will undoubt- 
edly be sold beneath their value on the pres- 
ent market. 

Journal representatives have viewed prac- 
tically all of the cattle that are to be otfer- 
ed at these auctions, and we are agreed that 
never during the past few years has there 
been so many weil bred, good typed, high 
quality breeding cattle offered. This ap- 
plies to bulls and femal& alike. The Jour- 
nal has made a strenuous effort to bring 
before the buyers as many top breeding cat- 
tle as possible. In this respect we have 
been exceedingly successful. The reason is 
that the Journal feels that it is high time 
that these prominent herds and ambitious 
breeders should divide more liberally with 
the buyers. After seeing practically all of 
the cattle to be offered we hesitate not to 
invite breeders, new, old and prospective, to 
attend just as many of these sales as possi- 
ble—it is up to you to attend and take ad- 
vantage of any bargains that may, and will, 
present themselves. In several instances 
it has been only upon the insistence of the 
Journal representatives that certain individ- 
uals are being listed for sale.

The ’39 Calf Crop 


Another season has rolled around. Grass 
is here and so are the calves. It behooves 
every Aberdeen-Angus breeder in this coun- 
try to take the best of care of his 1939 calf 
crop. There is going to be a buyer for ev- 
ery calf that is of a quality and finish to 
meet present day demand. This applies to 
registered as well as commercial cattle. 
Wherever it is at all possible the 1939 calf 
crop should be given extra care and by all 
means see that they are creep fed while with 
their mothers at pasture. There is no fat 
like the calf fat for finish and quality and 
that calf fat should be retained. When creep 
feeding is followed the calves carry on in 
fine shape at weaning time, have no backset, 
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and wean more easily. The extra fifty to 
one hundred pounds of fine textured meat 
makes a world of difference when the pros- 
pective buyer comes along. When he finds 
such calves he is assured that with proper 
care and feeding his calves will go along 
and develop into the kind of cows he wants 
to have grace his pastures. The young bulls 
will develop so much better too, they will 
thicken in flesh, and widen out satisfactor- 
ily as they become of serviceable age, and 
too there will be a greater tendency to keep 
close to the ground rather than to stretch 
up into the air as is usually the case where 
young bulls are not kept doing well all the 
while. 

Commercial producers who attend the 
spring sales and procure new herd bulls will 
no doubt bring to the markets a still better 
grade and quality of feeders in 1940—and 
we must look ahead if we are to reach the 
top and then we must keep looking if we de- 
sire to remain in that position. The Journal 
would be happy if a greater portion of the 
bulls listed in these spring sales could find 
homes in commercial herds. Commercial 
men can well afford to purchase just such 
quality bulls as are being offered—that ex- 
tra cent or two a pound at sale time means 
a whale of a lot to the producer, and good 
bulls will do the trick.

mber of years ago a man dropped in 
oad at the Congdon & Battles 
ranch in Washington State and said that he 
was interested in buying twenty bulls for 
use in his range herd in northern California. 
At the time we had about forty that would 
qualify as to age and as the gentleman was 
in a hurry to return home little time was 
lost in getting down to business and, for 
that matter, in arriving at a bargain. The 
man from California turned out to be a 
good judge and he knew what he wanted. 
Therefore, he was not long in making his 
selections. After he had written his check 
for the purchase price and was ready to 
start on his long ee home he, in his 

r abrupt manner, said: 
os pa the first Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls I have ever bought and I suppose you 
wonder—never having heard of me before— 
how I became interested in Aberdeen-Angus 
ttle’. ; 

"| said, yes, I was rather curious to know 
so he went on to state that he had run Here- 
ford cattle for quite a number of years and 
that his father before him had run Here- 
fords on the same ranch that he now occu- 


ied. 

. “But”, he said, “about three years ago a 
man whose range adjoins mine bought some 
of these Aberdeen-Angus bulls from you 
and turned them on his range. I was very 
much upset over the matter and pointed out 
to my neighbor that these black bulls would 
get in with my cattle and ruin my herd. 
Part of what I told him was true. The black 
bulls did get onto my range but they did 
not ruin my herd. To the contrary the 
calves that they produced from my cows 
were better than my straight Hereford 
calves and they did not have horns. So that 
is why now, three years later, I am buying 
black bulls myself!” 

This was fully fifteen years ago and this 
same man is still using Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls and is very proud of the fine Aber- 
deen-Angus range herd he has developed 
by first crossing Aberdeen-Angus with Here- 
fords. This is only one of a great many sim- 
ilar experiences I have had since beginning 
my Aberdeen-Angus operations on the Pa- 
cific Coast but it will suffice to emphasize 
the point I wish to make which is that Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls are proving a success on 
the range. I know that wherever we have 
put our Aberdeen-Angus cattle they have 
made friends even though in many instances 
due to false propaganda, etc., they may have 
been reluctantly accepted at the start. 

If those responsible for our breeds prog- 
ress thirty or more years ago could have 
visualized the potential market 
that now awaits the Aberdeen-An- 
gus in the Rocky Mountain terri- 
tory and on beyond to the Pacific 
Ocean, I feel sure that they would 
have adopted a more aggressive 


policy in cultivating these virgin fields. Had 
they done this, Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
would now be playing a more important role 
in beef production in the west where the 
bulk of the beef consumed in the United 
States is produced. As it is, however, Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle are still more or less 
of a curiosity in much of this region despite 
the fact that the breed is now well estab- 
lished in every other section of the country. 
In fact, it would seem that the west is about 
the last field on the American continent for 
the Doddie to conquer. ‘[he middle west— 
the first real home of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle in the United States—has long been 
recognized as an Aberdeen-Angus strong- 
hold and in recent years the blacks have 
invaded the east with the result that they 
have become the most popular beef cattle all 
along the Atlantic Coast. The same is true 
of the Southern states with the exception 
that the breed has been known longer there 
than in the far east. So the west seems to 
be about the last place to explore. It is 
true that Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been 
in the west for some time but no organized 
effort has ever been made to push them 
here and so it would seem to me that this 
vast territory lying west of the Rocky 
Mountains is worth looking into now with a 
view of opening up a new field for Aber- 
deen-Angus enterprise. 

This western market will be particularly 
valuable for bulls—bulls from the corn belt 
or any other reasonably accessible breeding 
ground. One big difference in commercial 
cattle production in the west and that of 
any other part of the United States is that 
the herds in the west as a rule are large 
and graze over large, and in many instan- 
ces, rough domains which requires a larger 
number of bulls per unit of cows than are 
needed elsewhere. Replacements are made 
more frequently also. When the range pro- 
ducer is operating profitably he buys a new 
outfit of bulls every two or three years. 
His principal thought is to have a sufficient 
number of good active bulls with his cow 
herd to insure him a maximum calf crop. 
As a class these range operators are liberal 
buyers. By that I mean they do not haggle 
over a fair price. They are good judges of 
what they want and when they find it they 
are ready to deal promptly whether it be 
for one bull, a carload, or a hundred. 

The conditions above mentioned account 
for the tremendous volume of business be- 
ing done by the Hereford breed. They are 
also largely responsible for the vast finan- 
cial resources of the American Hereford 
Breeders’ Association, which enables it to

do promotional work far in excess of that 
done by our own Association, and also 
makes it possible for them to offer prem- 
iums for the encouragement of exhibitors 
which greatly exceed those that our own 
Association can afford. As an example, at 
the recent great Golden Gate International 
ixposition neld at 'freasure Island, Califor- 
nia, the Hereford Association appropriated 
$20,000.00 for premiums as against $2,500.00 
by the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. Naturally under this condition there 
would be a great many more Hereford than 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle exhibited there. 
Now, of course, there are other reasons 
than lack of concentrated effort on the part 
of Aberdeen-Angus breeders for the much 
larger number of Hereford cattle in the 
western states as compared to Aberdeen- 
Angus, chief amongst them being that the 
Heretord was introduced in the range coun- 
try nearly seventy years before there were 
even any Aberdeen-Angus in America. 
Western cattle producers used Hereford 
bulls successfully in improving the native 
longhorn long before Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
were available. The Hereford breeders of 
the middle west and elsewhere were quick 
to grasp the inviting possibilities that await- 
ed them in the wide open spaces of the west 
and started a campaign of promotional work 
with the result that they were soon sending 
a majority of their best bulls to range 
herds. Under this stimulus white faced cat- 
tle multiplied by leaps and bounds in the 
western country and it is little wonder that 
Herefords predominate in the west today. 
This does not imply, however, that there 
is not room for the Aberdeen-Angus or that 
Aberdeen-Angus do not thrive on the range. 
In fact, a number of range producers who 
have run both Aberdeen-Angus and Here- 
ford have told me that they prefer Aber- 
deen-Angus. They are just as hardy as 
the Hereford and, if anything, better rust- 
lers for feed they say, and when the calves 
are ready to wean they outweigh Hereford 
calves of the same age handled under simi- 
lar conditions. Then there is the matter 
of horns—always a drawback—but in recent 
years particularly objectionable because of 
the serious menace involved by screw worms 
at dehorning time in many of the big cattle 
producing areas. Because when a horn is 


removed from either a calf or a mature ani- 


male a gateway is opened for the screw 
worm to enter—often with fatal results. 
There is undeniably a new interest being 
shown by Aberdeen-Angus breeders in de- 
veloping the west. Only a few weeks ago 
a collection of the best show herds of Amer- 
ica engaged in a campaign of edu- 
cation by staging successful exhi- 
bitions all the way from Denver 
to the Golden Gate and my opinion 
is that all of these exhibitors went

The annual meet- 
ing of the association had been 
held the evening previous. 
Early Tuesday morning the 
bulls were divided into two 
classes as to ages and Joe 
Dvorak, in charge of the 
breeding herd at Greenacre 
Farms, Major Rafferty’s plant, 
at Morocco, Indiana, was call- 
ed upon to do the placing. Joe 
is an old hand at the business 
and deliberately went about 
the task, making decisions that 
met with general approval of 
the packed ringside. There 
was a class for females too.

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The Annual Meeting

i with enthusiasm some sixty 
lone Aberdeen-Angus breeders assembled 
at the stated hour at Hotel Savery, Des 
Moines, Iowa, on Monday evening, March 
15th to participate in the annual meeting 
and banquet. Real beef was served at this 
banquet. Following the dinner President H. 
D. Miller introduced various speakers, 
among them being Prof. Shearer, head of 
the beef cattle division at Iowa State col- 
lege who stressed the necessity for better 
live stock and especially beef cattle on lowa 
farms in order to economically and profit- 
ably consume the grasses, hay and other 
forage feeds most of which are not market- 
able. According to his analysis beef cattle 
breeders have a very promising outlook. 
Prof. Shearer pointed out the attractive dif- 
ferential in selling prices for good high 
quality beef cattle at the markets over the 
average run of native stock and urged that 
producers make every effort to improve the 
quality of their market cattle, which in turn 
requires improvement in the pure bred herds 
which are to supply the breeding bulls. 

Secretary A. R. Corey of the Iowa State 
fair spoke briefly of the rapidly growing 
department known as the Junior section. 
The Juniors have outgrown their big barn 
which in turn has caused the fair board to 
erect additional housing for the youngsters 
and their calves. The capacity has been in- 
creased from 700 head to 1100 head and the 
indications are that this will not be suffic- 
ient space for 1939. 

Mark Thornburg, newly elected Secretary 
of Agriculture for Iowa, greeted the breed- 
ers and assured them that his office was at 
their disposal for any assistance that could 
be rendered. Mark is quite familiar with 
the duties of this office, having served sev- 
eral terms as Secretary of Agriculture in

past years during which time the office was 
handled in a highly satisfactory manner to 
all concerned. 

Dean Kildee of Iowa State College ad- 
dressed the assembly too. The Dean re- 
ferred to the possibilities of beef cattle in 
the far west, having just returned from 
Treasure Island where he had placed the 
largest aggregation of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle ever assembled in this country, he was 
of course quite Aberdeen-Angus minded. 
Dean Kildee had observed the strong swing 
to Aberdeen-Angus in the west and men- 
tioned the necessity for properly caring for 
this new market through the supplying of 
strictly high class cattle to these new ad- 
herents to the breed. Had the Dean been 
present at Denver and at Ogden he would 
no doubt have been even more impressed 
with the outlook for Aberdeen-Angus in the 
west and northwest where they are daily 
making friends because of their ability not 
only to rustle along with other breeds but 
to make a record the equal of and in many 
instances superior to, their associates on 
the range lands. Their sturdiness and abil- 
ity to rustle and carry on in the short grass 
country is proving quite a revelation to cow- 
men in that sector. 

Henry Wichman, progressive farmer and 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder at Malcolm, Iowa, 
spoke briefly encouraging young men to en- 
ter into the breeding business, not alone be- 
cause he favored Aberdeen-Angus but be- 
cause the breed fits so well into any middle 
west farm scheme. He insisted that Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding on any farm fits 
right into the soil conservation program 
and that the Iowa Breeders’ Association 
should make every possible effort to en- 
courage new men to enter the Aberdeen-An- 
gus ranks, either pure bred or commercial, 
for they both mean success when properly 
handled on an Iowa farm. 

At this point Governor George Wilson 
who had been in attendance at another 
meeting earlier in the evening dropped in 
tor a few words of greeting to the breeders 
and urged that they do everything within 
their power to bring Iowa back to its once 
coveted position of first place in Aberdeen- 
Angus production. 

President Hughes of Iowa State college 
also greeted the gathering with cheery 
words and encouragement for the propaga- 
tion of more and better herds for Lowa. 
Following these remarks the business ses- 
sion was called to order, routine business 
attended to, some legislation relative to ap- 
propriations for payment of Bangs react- 
ors, in an amount to equal the federal ap- 
propriation was discussed pro and con, end- 
ing with a motion favoring such an appro- 
priation from the state of Iowa. As has 
been the custom at other meetings of this 
sort those present have been permitted to 
become confused between the appropriations 
and the actual testing program, hence quite 
a lively discussion ensued in which it was 
made quite plain that Iowa breeders are 
not in favor of any sort of compulsory test- 
ing at this time, because of the uncer- 
tainty of tests, a reaction quite similar 
tu that developed in the meeting of the Am- 
erican National Live Stock Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation at San Francisco recently. 

During the business session officers were 
elected as follows: H. D. Miller, of Morley, 
was re-elected as president; as was DeWitt 
Mallory, of Hampton, returned to the vice- 


presidency; W. H. Cooper, of Hedrick; Mer- 
edith Maas, of Riverside; Frank Hoelscher, 
of Arcadia, were returned to the director- 
ate; Otto Nobis, of Davenport, was elected 
to succeed C. D. Spear, whose term had 
expired. 

It was decided that the Iowa Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association should sponsor 
the donation of a pure bred heifer to the 
boy or girl winning the grand championship 
at the 1939 Iowa State Fair Junior show, 
and funds appropriated for the purchase. 

At the meeting of the board of directors 
following the open session, E. T. Davis who 
has served the state association for about a 
quarter of a century resigned as secretary 
and the position was filled by the selection 
of R. S. Stephenson, of Reinbeck. Immed- 
iately plans were laid to make Iowa’s 1940 
state sale the outstanding feature of the 
year, not alone for Iowa but for the nation. 
That’s a pretty big order, nevertheless the 
lads have already pledged the best they 
have and the cattle will be selected, checked 
and rechecked as the year goes along to see 
that nothing except very tops shall be of- 
fered. lIowa’s best breeders large and small 
are in accord with this program and wheth- 
er a breeder’s contribution be one or more 
he has promised that it should be outstand- 
ing and presented in the best possible form. 
This is the best news eminating out of the 
Iowa Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
office in many a moon. While it’s no reflec- 
tion on past sales or past consignments it 
was generally recognized and freely con- 
ceeded that Iowa breeders should be willing 
to permit the outside world to come and 
select from their best cattle, rather than to 
hold the cattle back as they have been doing 
the past few years. With a unanimous de- 
sire to put Iowa at the top of the list we 
can rest assured that no stone will be left 
unturned. Whether they get the job done 
will depend on the sincerity of the men in- 
terested—at present that factor rates 100

Monday morning, March 20th, a trip was 
started that was to last nine days and con- 
tact six of the mid-west sale spots and the 
cattle that are to be consigned to these 
sales. The first herd visited was that of 
Herbert and Ray Cline, just a few miles 
north of Knoxville, lowa. Herbert is the 
secretary of the Marion County Association 
and Ray is one of the sale committee that 
examined all of the cattle that were listed 
for consignment to this sale. As 1 said in 
a previous issue the cattle were all chosen 
last fall and have been under the super- 
vision of the sale committee ail during the 
winter, and were again examined a short 
time ago in order that only the Lest would 
be entered in this offering. 

The cattle are in fine shape now, Cline’s 
part of the sale will be around twenty-one 
head, and they are the heaviest contributors 
on this occasion. The littie heifers are 
much alike and show plenty of quality and 
style, the herd sire in use at the Cline 1arms 
is Eri Bell Boy, son of Bell Boy MM. u., and 
of Enchantress Trojan Erica blood lines, a 
rea] breeding bull, although inciined to be a 
tritle lazy, for when I saw him he was very 
inuch at ease and sitting on his haunches 
like a big dog. It is not uncommon to see 
a bull in this position, but this one likes to 
sit this way and will be in this position 
about half the time he is out of doors. 1 
told Herbert that we ought to take his pict- 
ure and put it in the ad and caption it 
“Waiting for the Marion County Sale”. 

While I saw Cline’s cattle on March 20th, 
Monday, it was not until the following Fri- 
day that I got to see the rest of the con- 
signors, making a trip in between that time 
to Iowa and Poweshiek counties. However 
on Friday morning I again met Herbert and 
we drove south of Knoxville to see three 
herds located in that area, they were W. U. 
Harvey and Sons, where some really nice 
young heifers were to be found along with 
the good cattle that they are putting into 
this sale. Harveys are consigning the next 
largest group of cattle to the sale and | 
know that they will please you, the bulls 
used in this herd are of Marshall blood lines 
and the cow herd runs pretty much on the 
Erica and Pride side of the fence—a real 
combination that can not be beaten.

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Leaving the Harveys we crossed the road 
and took a look at Cecil Shawver’s group. 
I am sorry but don’t remember for sure the 
exact number he is placing in this offering, 
but do remember that they were good, there 
will be a cow and calf from this herd which 
is headed by a Bell Boy bull and this herd 
is composed largely of Eri- 
cas, Barbaras and Blackbirds, 
his herd sire by the way is 
the first son of Bell Boy M.

Miller’s herd at Morley. The calves of last 
year are a uniform group and show that 
Charley had good judgment when he chose 
this sire. 

By this time we have seen the largest 
part of the Marion county consignment, and 
we have seen nothing but coupons that are 
to be sold in the sale, for the older cows are 
few and far between this spring, most of 
the cattle so far are young heifers, some 
with calf and others with calves at foot.

Only two more stops in Marion county 
and that was at Clyde Cores, who was not 
represented in the last Marion county sale, 
but is consigning a couple of 
right good females this time. 
His cows are in the best of 
condition, and were viewed on 
a day not much suited for 
judging cattle. He is getting 
some dandy calves and the fe- 
males in his herd should not 
have anything but the best of 
calves for him. Wish that he 
had more Aberdeen-Angus on 
his farm, and know that he 
will soon turn wholely to the 
blacks. 

The last Marion county stop 
was at Ray Dyer’s, where I 
saw a twenty-one year old cow 
that did not look a day over 
ten, she was in the same con- 
dition as the younger cattle 
and is heavy in calf. Ray pur- 
chased her as a seventeen year 
old cow, if I remember right, 
from one of the Strathmore 
Farm sales, looked like a long

Wish that I had more time to tell about the 
Marion county cattle, but did not have time 
this trip to see any but the breeders con- 
signing to this sale, and had to miss two or 
three of those that were consigning one or 
two head. 

As you can understand the above story 
of the Marion county sale cattle which 
sounds like one visit was in reality two sep- 
arate stops at Knoxville, namely Monday 
and Friday, March 20th and 24th, but to 
keep the records straight I have written 
this to cover each county separately. 

Now on Tuesday morning, after spending 
the night previously with Forrest Breniman, 
the Poweshiek county sale manager, Forrest 
and I started on a tour of Poweshiek county, 
seeing the Breniman consignment first. The 
breeders have been forced to cut right 
down where it hurts to make these sales 
this year, and I hope that you will remen- 
ber the cattle of last year and how willingly 
these breeders sacrificed them to get this 
annual sale under way. The cattle of this 
season are in much better shape than last 
year, partly due to the mild winter months 
that Iowa enjoyed, and also to the abuni- 
ance of feed with which we have been bless- 
ed. The breeders were visited in this or 
der, Fred Stone, just a whoop and a holler 
off the main road, is doing his bit to make 
Poweshiek county’s sale a good one; Scott 
Cummings, the only place I know of that 
the cattle look fat when they come in off the 
stalks—he just breeds them that way—ani 
I am sure that they will do good when they 
go into any herd. Scott has been mentioned 
several times in these columns as he has 
purchased a lot of cattle this past yeal; 
John Ohland was the next on the list an 
his cattle are looking fine, will be ready t 
go by sale day and should find ready buy: 
ers; Clarence Decatur, one of Poweshiek 
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ters has just a small group of pure 
— peor in fact last year he had about 
two, and this year has doubled that number. 
He js planning to put in at least one head 
to help the sale along, and it will be a good 
animal of the right type that he lets go. 
The next herd visited was that of E. S. Par- 
rish, who is not located at the old place, but 
has moved a mile west and is located on a 
good gravel road. He has his cattle in good 
shape, but part of them are still on the old 
Jace "and it makes quite a lot of work to 
tend them all. His son 
was home from school to 
help him for a few days, 
but he was looking for 
some extra help as field 
days are soon to be with 
us and he has a lot of 
work to do. He was unde- 
cided about the number 
he would sell, the list was 
for around three to four 
head from this herd, but 
may be increased to twice 
that number. ; 
Darkness was getting 
the best of this day’s trip 
and with one more place 
to go, M. H. Brotherson’s 
herd, we turned the car 
toward Brooklyn and 
wended our way to the 
Brotherson farm. Maybe 
I should say that we plow- 
ed and slid through, for 
this place is about six 
miles south of the Breni- 
man farm, but the gravel 
road ends a mile or so 
south of Brenimans, and 
the roads were not in the 
best condition, although 


will say that I maneuvered some that were 
much worse before the week was over. 
Brotherson was not at home, but that did 
not stop us from taking a good look at the 
cattle which have been bred along Bandolier 
lines since I can remember, and I remember 
one stop that my father and I made there 
long ago when cattle were just something 
to look upon, and did not hold much of my 
attention. That must have been a long time 
ago for I have had to eat, sleep, breathe 
and live for black cattle since 1930, the date

_ ergo The herd sire that they are 
to use this coming year was purchased from 
john and Elliott Brown, and is a real top 
notch bull. We tried to talk Lothar out of 
another heifer for the coming sale, putting 
up quite an argument, but not knowing just 
how well we succeeded.

noon-day meal, and what a meal it was, 
lucious meat, happened to be pork, but then, 
never-the-less it was delicious, and Mrs. 
Lantz took the ribbing good naturedly about 
serving it, to cattle men, hot rolls, comb 
honey, jelly, corn, salad, coffee, pumpkin 
pie and all the trimmings, never stuffed 
myself so much before except at Christmas 
and Thanksgiving time. Then out to the 
barns to see the cattle, three bulls and about 
eighteen head of females that are their 
share to the sale, and what a part, the heif- 
ers we saw were truly top notch, the bulls 
were of the right calibre to do good in any 
herd, and the statement that the Central 
I'linois breeders in that locality who have 
started their herds from the Lantz founda- 
tion speaks for itself, for not one of these 
men ever had to sell any of their foundation 
stock to replace them with the right kind.

Kentucky Sale Females Are Bred to Top Bulls

In presenting at the right, a number of 
short pedigrees, we do so, realizing that we 
may not be able to use all of the tabulations 
of buils that are represented in the catalog, 
yet in this group are tabulations of those 
bulls to whom many of the females are bred, 
and by whom some of the calves are sired. 

In checking through the lists of cattle, as 
can be seen in the catalog, we find a large 
percentage of bred heifers. Many will calve 
this summer, a few may have a calf by sale 
time. Surely, an opportunity to purchase 
well bred cattle ready to calve, will not be 
passed up too easily. 

I saw the sale cattle in February, and at 
that time, I was greatly impressed by the 
much improved condition over the sale cattle 
which were sold a year ago. I think, too, 
after looking at the blood lines of these cat- 
tle that Kentucky breeders are offering a 
most attractive lot of foundation seed stock. 

Looking at them in catalog order, we con- 
sider first the heifers and bulls that have 
been consigned by Mr. J. Harvey Allen, 
president of the Kentucky Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association and sale manager. 
First, he lists a coming two year old bull, 
Black Prizelonmere, and since he has been 
bred to the females that Mr. Allen sells, his 
“agai appears in the group on this page. 

his youngster was bred by Dr. S. O. Sub- 
lette, owner of Lavillon at Versailles. He 
is a remarkably smooth young bull, and Mr. 
Allen expects a great crop of calves by his 
service. Were it not for the fact that he 
has a calf sired by Eileenmere 179th, named 
Allenmere, who has the quality and the 
biood lines that are suitable, he would not 

art with Black Prizelonmere. A _ second 

ull is offered from this pioneer Kentucky 
herd, he being Black Elcho 10th. His sire, 
Prince Elcho 3d, has a grand record for hav- 
ing produced prize winning steers at the 
Louisville Fat Stock Show. His dam is a 
daughter of Earl Julian, another famed 
Kentucky bull. Four daughters of Prince 
Elcho 3d are representing the female group 
from Allenhurst. They are uniform in type 
and in blood lines for each is out of a daugh- 
ter or a granddaughter of Earl Julian.

He is by Echo of Hill Crest, 
the sire of so many champion steers at 
Louisville. His dam, Pride of Hill Crest 3d, 
is by Prince Elcho 3d and that should but 
add to the value at which one might ap- 
praise him.

?’Way Down in the Louisiana Delta 


A person living in the corn belt seldom 
realizes what his neighbor south of him 
might be doing. This is particularly true in 
the breeding of beef cattle. On a recent 
trip through the Southern states I spent a 
few days in Southern Louisiana. Stopping 
at the U. S. D. A. Experiment Station at 
Jeanerette, I was shown the kind of work 
that is being done by the Federal Govern- 
ment in trying to find the most suitable 
beef breed for the South. For several years 
at Jeanerette, they have been crossing Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cows with Brahama _ bulls. 
The Brahama bulls used have been those of 
the Guzerat and Africander breeding. In 
the first cross most of the hump has been 
removed. The calves are mostly all black 
and approach more closely the modern beef 
type than do their sires. The heifers from 
this first cross are kept in the breeding 
herd. Some are bred to pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls, while the others are bred 
to a one-half blood bull. With the exception 
of a few saved for breeding purposes, the 
bull calves are steered and fed there at the 
Station. After reaching a desired weight, 
they are sent to the meat laboratory of the 
University of Louisiana, at Baton Rouge. 
There they are slaughtered and cutting tests 
are made in comparison with pure bred 
Brahamas and Aberdeen-Angus calves of 
the same weight. 

The purpose of this experiment is to de- 
termine to what extent it is necessary to 
have Brahama blood in your beef cattle in 
order to withstand the flies and extreme 
heat in the south. In the breeding herd at 
Jeanerette, they now are running pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cows, one-half blood An- 

us-Brahama cows, one-fourth blood Bra- 

amas and one-eighth blood Brahamas. This 
is one of the most useful experiments now 
in progress and is doing a lot toward de- 
veloping the beef industry in the south. The 
plans are now to publish a preliminary bul- 
letin sometime next year on the work con- 
ducted thus far. 

Driving about 30 miles further south, I 
approached the town of Abbeville, La. Here 


Mr. Frank Godchaux & Son are conducting 
their own private experiment. For several 
years Mr. Godchaux ran a cow herd of 1,000 
head of Brahama cows. A few years ago he 
purchased 25 Aberdeen-Angus bulls to cross 
on these Brahamas. He liked the first cross 
so well that he decided to go into the pure 
bred business. Today he has about the 
finest herd of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cows in Louisiana. He has around 160 head 
of breeding females and has a ready market 
for his surplus stock. In addition to his 
pure bred herd, he continues to run a herd 
of commercial cows, five or six hundred 
of them Brahamas. He is using pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls altogether on these 
cows and is keeping all of his black hei- 
fers. By continuing to top cross with pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls he_ eventual- 
ly hopes to have an entire herd of black 
cows, especially suited for commercial pur- 
poses in his section of the country. Mr. God- 
chaux has tried bulls of the other beef 
breeds and says he has had more success 
with his Aberdeen-Angus bulls than with 
any other. His first cross Angus-Brahama 
steer calves sold for around 3c per pound 
ea this past year than did his Brahama 
calves of the same weight. 

As a result of the work done by these two 
mentioned breeding plants, many of the cat- 
tle breeders in the south are using Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls for crossing purposes. 
They do exceptionally well down there and 
95% of the first cross calves are all black 
or blue grey in color. Another very great 
advantage of the Aberdeen Angus bull is 
his polled characteristics. The horn is én- 
tirely removed in the first cross, thus elim- 
inating the danger of screw worm infection 
from dehorning. (This, by the way, 1s 4 
very serious problem in Louisiana.) 

More beef cattle are going into the South- 
ern states every day. With the work the 
breeders are doing on pasture improvement 
and herd management practices, I look for 
the South to become a strong feeder pr 
ducing section.—Bill Barton, American 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association.

He was bred by H. L. ‘I'hompson, o1 
asiunter, Oklahoma. in the junior steer 
ciass iirst place went to Lee Scott, of Cof- 
teeville, Okiahoma, on a steer bred by S. C. 
rulierton, of Miami. ‘This was a very typey, 
well palanced steer, but he needed a little 
more time for real championship calibre. 
Champion Aberdeen-Angus steer went to 
Ray Forbes, of Ralston. None of the Aber- 
deen-Angus steers entered were sifted, while 
several ot the other breeds were. 

There is a great demand tor Aberdeen- 
Angus club steers in the Southwest. if the 
Aperdeen-Angus breeders will continue to 
cooperate with these club boys and girls by 
letting them have a few good calves each 
year it will not be long until the Aberdeen- 
Angus are as strong in the range country 
as they are in the corn belt.

At the Oklahoma City Live Stock Show 
and Exposition held the week following the

Mississippi Has Grand Champion 

Leaving Oklahoma City I headed toward 
Forest, Mississippi, for the Southeast Mis- 
sissippi Live Stock Show. I drove in the 
rain tor two days, crossed the bridge at Ed- 
wards, Mississippi, about an hour before it 
went out, taking fourteen people with it. 
However I finally arrived in Forest and 
immediately made for the cattle sheds. All 
1 could see was Herefords. I had almost 
decided that there were no Aberdeen-Angus 
showing when I spotted a boy washing a 
black calf out beyond the cattle barns. I 
made my way through mud around to a 
point where I could get a little better view 
of this black calf and the boy who stood 
apart from all the others with something 
different. 

I am telling you I was proud of that calf. 
He just looked better to me than anything 
1 had seen. I was only hoping that the 
judge would feel the same way about it. 
Prof. Bruce Taylor, Oklahoma A. & M., was 
scheduled to do the judging. He arrived 
about 9:00 o’clock Thursday morning and 
began looking things over. In the first 
class for steers 750 pounds and over, all 
breeds competing, the Aberdeen-Angus steer 
went to the top. In the light weight division 
there were no Aberdeen-Angus calves. I 
knew the black would have to meet a White- 
face for the grand championship honors. 

The stands on either side the ring were 
filled. There was a lot of interest in this 
black steer as he was led back into the ring 
ior the big show of the day. Well here’s 
ihe way it shapes up. There were 110 steers 
entered, with only one Aberdeen-Angus in 
the show, but one was all we needed, be- 
cause with very little hesitancy Prot. Taylor 
slapped the black steer on the rump and 
said: “Here’s your grand champion of the 
show.” The boy who showed this steer was 
Marion Buchanan, of Pelahatchee, Missis- 
sippi. The calf was bred by Mr. T. D. Buch- 
anan, the boy’s father. So this steer, alone 
in class and color, but good enough to step 
out in front as the best in the show was 
bred, fed, titted and shown in Mississippi, 
by a Mississippi boy. 

In the breeding cattle show there was no 
classification for Aberdeen-Angus. Howev- 
er Mr. Ransom Aldrich, of Michigan City, 
Mississippi, will not let the people forget 
the Doddies in the South. He had his show 
herd on exhibition and paraded his bulls and 
females through the ring. If you remem- 
ber I mentioned in an article last year the 
kind of work Mr. Aldrich is doing for the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed in Mississippi. At 
the four district shows Mr. Aldrich gives to 
the boy who shows the grand champion 
steer, regardless of breed, a pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus calf. He also sells these boys 
calves and tells them to pay him when they 
sell. In addition to this he acts as an ex- 
tension man, visiting the boys feeding Ab- 
erdeen-Angus calves, helping with their 
feeding and showing problems. Truly he is 
a real Aberdeen-Angus booster all the way 
through. May we have more like him!

day, March 16th, many breeders 
on erdeen-Angus cattle met at Aledo. 
The purpose was to be present at the 50th 
Anniversary Celebration Sale. Though this 
was not the first sale of the season, it still 
was considered as such by most breeders. 
The consignment of choicely bred cattle at- 
tracted visitors from a dozen states and 
buyers were represented by almost as 


wie checking the results, which we consider 
are most encouraging, we find that this 
average Was made with no extreme top, the 
highest price being paid was $710.00 for 
the two year old heifer, Elbina 72d of Green- 
view. We find no cattle selling under a hun- 
dred dollars, and thirty head brought more 
than a hundred and up to two hundred. 
The number bringing between two and three 
hundred was almost as high, for there were 
twenty-nine lots selling in this price range. 
Even more encouraging was the fact that 
eighteen head sold between three and four 
hundred, eight were appraised at four to 
five fundred and four bettered the five hun- 
dred dollar range. 

In other words we find in the sale more 
than fiity head would easily have averaged 
more than three hundred and twenty-five 
dollars. Possibly more interesting is the 
fact that the cattle went into as many states 
as was the case. 

Starting off the sale was the top cow, 
Elbina 72d of Greenview, consigned by L. 
McWhorter & Son, and in our opinion one 
o: the finest individuals to be o-fered at 
public auction this year. This one went to 
the $710.00 bid of Mr. C. E. Reed, of 
Wichita, Kansas. Mr. Reed has not been 
long in the business but has ideas of getting 
the right kind. We think she was a bargain, 
a cow that might easily have brought an 
even thousand and not have been high. A 
few others were included in his selections. 

One of the heavier buyers in point of num- 
bers and quality was Mr. Carl Schenk, Be- 
thalto, Illinois. Mr. Schenk didn’t aim to 
get only the top five or six, nor was he in- 
terested in getting the lower priced cattle. 
His selections were made of the better than 
average and a nice group they will make 
for a new herd. 


From Annville, Pennsylvania, came Mr. 
Henry Gingrich, manager of Millarden 
Farms. With him was Peter J. McKenzie, 
long associated with Pennsylvania State 
College. Their primary mission was bulls, 
and after securing a couple of fine females 
they went on to take the two top bulls of 
the sale. One was the three year old Juana 
Erica bull, Juanerra Eric 4th, and he sold 
for an even five hundred. The other was 
the very attractive youngster, Burgess Gee, 
an April 1938, calf. Without question this 
youngster is one of the thickest calves we 
have seen, and more, had the depth of body, 
the quality throughout to make him the top 
bull of the sale. Six hundred and thirty-five 
dollars took him to Pennsylvania, and right 
now, we doubt that a three hundred dollar 
profit would tempt Mr. Gingrich. 

One of the high spots was the selling of 
the McHenry Barbara yearling, Rockhill 
Barbara, consigned by Mr. Paul Graham. 
Many a bidder was after her, but like his 
past purchases, Mr. Otto Nobis, of Daven- 
port, never swerved from his purpose and 
she went to this Iowa herd that is making 
rapid strides to leadership. 
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From Tennessee we find two visitors, each 
secured one. First was Joe Keefauver, 
manager of Hardwick Farms, at Cleveland, 
Tennessee, and the other Tennesseean was 
Mr. J. A. Wood, of Newport. Mr. Keefauver 
was anxious to secure only one or two, and 
possibly let one or two go by. But he could 
not resist taking Barbara Lassie B., a 
Sheats entry back to Tennessee. Mr. Wood 
secured a McHenry Blackcap daughter of 
Burgess 29th. 

Virginia was represented by C. B. Fea- 
gans, Jr., now actively associated with his 
father in the herd at Lynchburg. I rather 
doubt, that had the senior Mr. Feagans been 
present, the selections would have been bet- 
ter, for Valley Vista farm took the Ballindal- 
loch Georgina heifer consigned by Green- 
view at a price of $460.00 and a nice Mc- 
Henry Barbara of the Rosemere strain. 

Though Mr. L. R. Kershaw wasn’t present 
in person, he was very much felt, for there 
were a few that he wanted to add to the 
Muskogee, Oklahoma, herd. One of these, 
Erica Energy Strathmore, a daughter of 
Revolution 100th was easily one of the finest 
in the sale, and, according to Mr. Reed, of 
Wichita, Kansas, the one he came to buy. I 
rather think he felt that a new acquaintance 
was bidding on her, and he stopped, only to 
learn that she was bound for Oklahoma. 
Mr. Kershaw’s bid also took her daughter. 

We might go on and tell of other choice 
selections, but the sale list follows and the 
above will suffice to show that more interest 
in Aberdeen-Angus is being exhibited than 
was the case last year, and we firmly be- 
lieve that the interest is growing steadily. 

We are certain that sales such as Mercer 
County’s can do much to promote the breed, 
and too much credit for the successful opera- 
tion of this county organization cannot be 
given to Hugh McWhorter, secretary of the 
association. As a sale manager he tries to 
do the best job possible, both before and 
after the sale, arranging and personally di- 
recting loading of cattle, etc. 

Drop into Aledo when near and meet the 
members, or some of them, of the Aberdeen- 
shire of America. Mr. McWhorter will be 
pleased to take you around and see the herds 
and tell you of the way they operate their 
farms and breeding herds.

As an expression of what is in store for 
the Nebraska breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle the Journal asks that the following 
sales report be carefully scanned, studied 
and thoroughly analyzed from beginning to 
end. Note the prices attained for Nebraska 
bred and reared cattle. The splendidly 
managed sales pavilion at Columbus was 
packed to capacity on the occasion of the 
annual sale held under the auspices of the 
Nebraska Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, on Tues- 
day, March 21st. Marshall J. 
Krotz, of the Krotz Stock 
Farms, Odell, Nebraska, again 
demonstrated his ability to 
conduct a most successful sale 
enterprise. Together with his 
sales committee a ketter se. 
lection of individual cattle was 
presented than heretofore. The 
average on the entire saie was 
$166.26 as compared with last 
year’s average of $127.92. 
When it is considered that 
there were seventy-seven head 
sold this year and sixty-five 
head a year ago, it will be 
noted that this year’s increas2 
of thirty percent in average 
prices is really more than that. 

When Col. Arthur W. 
Thompson stepped into the box 
and began calling for bids it 
was plainly evident that the 
guests on this occasion were 
highly pleased with the offer- 
ing for they hesitated not a 
minute in placing their valuations. In fact 
the first nine bulls went through the ring 
in just twelve minutes. By early afternoon 
the entire offering was in new hands. 
Everywhere were compliments offered the 
management for the better quality cattle 
sold. With this encouragement Nebraska 
breeders vowed a vow that the 1940 offer- 
ing should be still better as to quality and 
condition as well as breeding, thus assuring 
the commerical producers who sat upon the 
seats that they would find bulls at Colum- 
bus suitable to their requirements—the pro- 
duction of higher selling calves for the 
grain belt feed lots. Now that the Nebraska 
State Association is really beginning to 
function as such there can be no question 
concerning the rapidity with which Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle will assume their rightful 
position in the grass country of Nebraska 
and surrounding states. 

Range men were free to assure the man- 
agement that they would be looking to this 
sale to supply at least a portion of their 
bull requirements. The Journal is of the 
opinion that a hundred to a hundred-fifty 
bulls of the right type and quality can be 
disposed of in a single afternoon in 1940 at 
just as satisfactory prices. It will not only 
be a convenience to buyers to drop in for 


a day to secure their needs, but it will give 
them an opportunity to compare cattle and 
select numbers of the same type to assure 
uniformity in their calf crops. 

It was gratifying indeed to see Chris 
Sinn, of Alexandria, bring in a bull that 
topped the offering. His herd is not big, 
but proves the statement that those who 
produce the type desired by the public will 
find a satisfactory market when they are

ready to sell. His bull, Applewood Ban- 
dolier 24th, went to Harold Logan at Diller 
at $352.50. This was a son of Bandolier of 
Anoka 3d 526378. Females do not meet with 
as ready a market here as do the bulls for 
the reason that this is primarily a bull 
market. Nevertheless Dr. C. A. Anderson, 
of Beatrice, topped the cow section with 
Blackcap Blanch A. 2d 524065, a trim two 
year old daughter of Evidence of Strath- 
more 467200 at $195.00 and she went to the 
Krotz Stock Farms where her sire is mak- 
ing history. Marshall Krotz can use these 
svlendid daughters of his senior herd sire 
at more money than that and undoubtedly 
would have gone along quite a ways fur- 
ther had there been the necessary competit- 
ion.

In visiting Maryland in the latter part of 
March we did so in order that we might 
have a little first hand information as to 
what might be expected at the fifth annual 
Maryland Sale. 

Of course, we realized that Maryland 
breeders were consigning a good group of 
breeding cattle, that they would again try 
to make the Maryland sale one of the best 
of the season and that promotion was the 
basis for the sale. Promotion, in the sense 
that good cattle offered, bring about a 
greater interest in beef cattle and, especial- 
ly, in Aberdeen-Angus herds. 5 

I shall try to give my own impressions, as 
I drove from farm to farm and saw each 
consignment. ' mee 

There’s a certain fascination to visiting 
herds, where one has been one or more times 
previously and my visit to Cold Saturday 
was not my first trip there. I have learned 
to expect just a little more at each visit at 
Cold Saturday, that is, I have seen consid- 
erable progress made and look for more. 

Of course, we saw the young bulls and 
heifers, as well as the cow herd, but we are 
primarily interested in the sale cattle and 
we shall pass up comment on cattle other 
than the different sale consignments. 

Cold Saturday consigns two females, Cold 
Saturday Erica 2d and Cold Saturday Edel- 
la. Both are sired by Andelot Prince Qual- 
ity, senior herd sire, who is by Glencarnock 
Buxton and out of a daughter of Quality 
Marshall 3d, the sesquicentennial junior 
champion. The dams of each of these, Erica 
10th of Page and Edella 44th of Page are 
both sired by Earl Eric Glencarnock 3d, mak- 
ing the two almost full sisters in blood. Both 
of these calves were exhibited last year at 
the Maryland Breeders’ Show, the one plac- 
ing fourth and the other second. They lack 
a little age to make them as attractive as 
they might be, but aside from that, you’ll 
find they are the kind that will sell well in 
any sale. 

Chartley Farms located near, in fact, on 
the very edges of Reisterstown has saved 
one of their heifers for the 1939 Maryland 
sale. This herd, owned by Major Joseph W. 
Shirley and Joseph W. Shirley, Jr., is com- 
paratively a small herd. But the numbers 
of one’s cow herd does not necessarily im- 
ply that quality is lacking or present. 

In the case of Chartley Farm, the owners 
recognize the cost of feeding one animal, 
and that a poor individual eats as much and 


requires as much attention as a good one, 
and consequently, they have culled the herd, 
and are still so doing, retaining only the 
best. Moreover, their culling doesn’t mean 
they sell the inferior ones to some other 
breeder, no, the less desirable are sold for 
commercial cattle or go into the feed yard. 
A December 1936 daughter of El Quality, 
sired by Quality Marshall 3d is being sold 
au Frederick. She is a typey individual and 
carries the service of Black Lad of Glen 
Mary since August, so will soon be drop- 
ping a calf. She may have sale day or 
very near. 

Andelot Stock Farms proved to be the 
next stop. As most of us know this Eastern 
Shore herd has been growing rapidly, and 
now, there must be in the neighborhood of 
three or four hundred head of registered 
cattle. Already, some were out in the pas- 
tures, coming up at night for a little addi- 
tional feed. 

. A. McGregor has selected thirteen 
head to be offered at Frederick, of which 
number one is a bull, the rest heifers. This 
young bull, Juana’s General 4th of Ada, is 
a coming two year old. He is sired by Gen- 
eral of Ada, and though not a duplicate of 
his great sire, does show an unmistakable 
stamp of him. The dam is Juanada 3d of 
Page, and she by Evaxus 8th of Page and 
out of the Imported Janina of Kinermony. 
With that for breeding and his depth and 
thickness, Juana’s General 4th of Ada can 
but prove a good sire. The twelve heifers 
are an attractive group, quite uniform as to 
age and development, and all but one sell- 
ing open. In the group will be found daugh- 
ters of many good bulls. A few are by Rev- 
olution Blackcap, others by Glencarnock 
Buxton, Black Lad of Sabin, General of Ada, 
and a very nice young thing sired by Gen- 
eral 4th of Page, a full brother to General 
of Page, first prize aged bull at the 1936 
International. You will like their individu- 
ality as well as the breeding. They will 
make good additions to a breeding herd or 
an excellent foundation from which to start. 
They can be seen at Andelot now, and will 
be at Frederick on Saturday before the sale.

A very interesting feature of the pro- 
gram was some comment made by Major 
Shirley during luncheon hour, when he told 
of the first herd of Aberdeen-Angus he had 
seen in Maryland. That was in 1883 and 
the herd was owned by a Mr. W. H. Whit- 
ridge of Baltimore. Major — read the 
following remarks found in the history of 
Aberdeen-Angus by Sanders: 

W. H. Whitridge, Baltimore, Md—A 
small but excellent importation was made in 
1883 by Mr. Whitridge from the herds of 
Sir George Macpherson Grant, Col. George 
Smith Grant, James Reid of Greystone and 
other leading Scottish breeders of that date. 
It included the bull Sir Eustace 779, bred at 
Ballindalloch and sired by Sir Maurice 772. 
The valuable cows Eone by Sir Maurice and 
Katinka by Young Viscount, both bred at 
Ballindalloch, attracted special notice, and 
the former numbers among her descendants, 
Earl Marshall. Numerous prize winners 
also descended from Katinka*. Mr. Whit- 
ridge appeared to have closed out these cat- 
tle at Chicago on December 16, 1885, the 
17 head averaging $309; A. B. Matthews 
of Kansas City, purchased Eone and Ka- 
tinka.

Staunton Bull Sale Enjoys Fine Attendance 


By Gay Quammen 


On Wednesday, April 5th, Virginia breed- 
ers gathered at Staunton, Virginia, and of- 
fered a number of young bulls and heifers, 
all of which were unfitted and were being 
offered to the commercial breeder and the 
smaller pure bred herds with one objective 
in mind, that of stimulating the use of pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls on Virginia’s 
commercial herds. 

From our standpoint we consider it an 
excellent sale, certainly it showed the de- 
mand for good bulls and that the right type 
and breeding command a premium over the 
other kind. 

Five bulls brought better than $200 hun- 
dred dollars, two being sold at $325.00, one 
at $300.00 and the others at $225.00 and 
$200.00. This is significant for we know 
that many more better bulls would have 
been sold at Staunton that day had they 
been entered. 

Because of the withdrawal of three bulls, 
Colonel James B. Dillard was prevailed upon 
to enter Wintonian 4th, a May 29th son of 
Enfileen’s Bandolier 2d, the Winton senior 
herd sire. Wintonian 4th was out of a splen- 
did daughter of Prizemere 141st who was 
by Prizemere 32d, and might well have 
topped the sale. But the bull was not ready 
for sale. He had been tentatively listed tor 
the Virginia Breeders’ Sale at Warrenton, 
which will be held the 16th of October at 
Warrenton, and naturally was not fitted for 
sale at this date. Furthermore, he was but 
a calf, yet proved to be one oi the tops of 
the sale, bringing $300.00 and going to the 
herd of Frank A. Armstrong at Banco, Vir- 
ginia. 

Top bull honors were divided between 
two more matured bulls, Minnie’s King, 
consigned by Red Gate Farm at Millwood 
and Black Lad of Glen Mary entered by 
Amandale Farm at Upperville. Both sold 
for $325.00 each and the first went to Dr. 
J. F. Davidson of Chevy Chase, Iaryland, 
and the second to Charles O. Ward of Ame- 
lia, Virginia. These were 1937 and 1936 
bulls and were ready for heavy service. 

A. R. Meredith, of Lawrenceville, Vir- 
ginia, was present to buy some of the fe- 
males that were entered and when Bando- 
lier of Winton, a late 1937 calf was brought 
in, stepped in and bought him at a bargain 
price of $225.00. Mrs. A. S. MacDonald of 
Rapidan, Virginia, took the Rockland’s bull, 
another December 1937 calf at $200.00. 

The first animal sold was the heifer, Es- 
meralda of Broadview, lone entry from this 
Virginia herd. She was a daughter of 
Prince Parade and out of Fox Hill Esmeral- 
da 7th and proceeded to top the entire sale, 
going to the $335.00 bid of Dr. James F. 
Davidson of Chevy Chase, Maryland. 

Mr. Meredith was intent on getting most 
of the better females and did, taking five. 
J. J. Sample of Scottsville, Virginia, bought 
three and so did Mr. James L. Monahan of 
Charlottesville. 

When eighteen young bulls average more 
than one hundred fifty dollars and an equal 
number of young heifers sell at the same 
kind of prices at a sale where none are 
fitted for sale and are, for the most part, 
calves, recently weaned, we think that it 
spells a good demand for breeding cattle. 
In fact, we know the demand is existent. 


Colonel Fred Reppert, of Decatur, Indi- 
ana, sold the cattle and went from there 
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to Athens, Georgia, where Mr. K. E. Lytton, 
of Blacksburg was in charge of another 
bull sale made up of Virginia breeders’ 
bulls. Too much credit for these sales can- 
not be given Mr. Lytton, for he is without 
question one of the best extension men in 
the country, always on the job and always 
going ahead. 

A short note from William A. “Bill” Bar- 
ton, of the National Association on the out- 
come of the Georgia sale of bulls at Athens 
sponsored by Virginia breeders, tends to 
prove the value of such a promotion. 

Several of the breeders felt that to take 
a number of bulls to Georgia was suicidal 
as far as prices to be realized were concern- 
ed, yet we find a number selling at good 
prices. 

The top of the sale was Blackrod of Win- 
ton 2d calved in April 1938, a youngster 
with a lot of promise and though young, 
was certain to have a number of followers. 
He was purchased by Mr. Harry Hinton of 
Athens, Georgia, at a price of $250.00. 

The top female, Eveline of Fenton, con- 
signed by Mr. George Cutting was purchas-

We regret not having had the chance to 
see these cattle, but trust that they have the 
good type and quality for which breeders 
are today looking. 

West Virginia as a state has great pos- 
sibilities in the beef cattle business. Thou- 
sands of acres of excellent pasture land are 
available. To get the pastures in good 
producing condition will require some labor, 
but where can pastures be found that 
haven’t required some time and labor as 
well as expense to make them really profit- 
able. Much of the state is mountainous, and 
is not tillable, but can be used for grazing. 

One of the nicest herds of cattle in the 
state is, to my mind, that of Mr. J. Gabe 
Hanlin, at Mt. Storm. His herd is main- 
tained on grass and hay which is cut from 
the pasture in the summer time, stacked 
and then opened to the cattle in the winter. 
Mr. Hanlin has no barns in which to keep 
his herd in severe weather, and on the top 
of the Alleghany Plateau (where his farm 
is located) weather can be severe enough. 
His herd has been developed by the use of 
good bulls, and the calves that we have seen 
there by one or another of his herd sires, 
speaks weil for the possibilities of West 
Virginia as the most economical place in 
the east to breed beef cattle, whether com- 
mercially or registered. 

Take advantage of the day at Jackson’s 
Mill, be there at ten in the morning and 
witness the judging, and stay for the sale 
and watch the sale of the bulls and heifers. 
We were present last year, and recall a 
good sale, not high prices, for cattle are not 
in show condition, but rather in a good 
thrifty breeding shape.

For the benefit of the newer breeders we 
would like to give a short synopsis on the 
history of the Knollsworth Stock Farm’s 
herd of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

Barbess Quality is a daughter of the good 
show bull Barmar Quality who was a son of 
Quality Marshall 3d, sesqui-centennial jun- 
ior champion bull, and long at the head of 
the Hopley breeding herd. Her dam is Bar- 
bara Hopley 3d 461833 and she is a daugh- 
ter of Quality Marshall 3d. It so happens 
that the sire and dam of this great young 
cow are full brother and sister, both being 
out of Barbara Marshall 8th 392399 who 
was one of the outstanding breeding daugh- 
ters of old Earl Marshall. 


We found there a pretty good string of 
likely herd bulls—rugged, thick made fel- 
lows with excellent heads and good strong 
top lines with deep bodies set on short legs. 
These are all the bulls of servicable ages 
that Mr. Hopley had on hand at the time.

That she should be, for 
her tabulation discloses the fact that she is 
a daughter of Imp. Blythesome Maid of 
Banks 343637, and has for sire Glencarnock 
Revolution 9th 379800, who was a son of the 
International grand champion Blackcap 
Revolution 287269. He is a_ particularly 
lowset bull that should breed that way for 
all of his immediate as well as the more 
distant ancestors are and were made that 
way too. No reason in the world why his 
calves should ever go off the ground, or not 
be wide and deep and good headed. 

The great cow, Barbess Quality then wa 
not the only attraction at the Hopley 
I'arms. No! There were some young bulls 
still nursing that will fill any eye.

*The summer this importation was made 
the late James H. Sanders, founder of The 
Breeder’s Gazette, was in Europe, and visit- 
ed among other noted breeding establish- 
ments, Ballindalloch. He was appanently 
much impressed with Sir George’s Ericas, 
in commenting upon an illustration of Imp. 
Eone, published in The Gazette of June, 
1884, naively, remarked: “Sir George has 
either succeeded in fixing a strong family 
type in these Ericas or else he has shrewdly 
retained those that approximate closely to 
this type among those bred by him, and sold 
the others”. Mr. Sanders was serving at 
that date as a member of the U. S. Treas- 
ury Cattle Commission, having charge of 
the establishment of quarantine stations for 
imported cattle along the Atlantic seaboard. 

The present owner of the farm is Mr. 
Clarence Wheelwright and according to a 
note from Mr. Jos. W. Shirley, Jr., with 
which we fully agree, “hopes are that a herd 
pad again be found on this old Maryland 
‘arm.” 

After lunch, the tour moved on to Cow- 
pens Farm, owned by Mr. F. L. Lamotte and 
located near Towson, Cowpens Farm cattle 
were excellently displayed and though the 
herd is as yet very small, they have the 
foundation to go places, and soon will be 
much better known than is the case today.

hold a sale of breeding cattle in Montgom- 
ery, Alabama. The question then came up 
as to where they could get enough cattle for 
the sale. Most of the Alabama breeders 
were just starting and rather than sell cat- 
tle they were in the market to buy more. 
There were only two breeders in the state 
of Alabama that had any cattle to consign. 
We therefore went into Mississippi for cat- 
tle. Aldrich Brothers and C. C. Yeager, or 
Michigan City, Mississippi, said they would 
consign a few head in order to help out in 
this first sale. 


I drove into Montgomery on Monday, 
April 3d. Most of the cattle were in the 
sale barn by noon and all of them were in 
by night. Even on Monday, several pros- 
pective buyers were looking them over and 
marking the ones they wanted. On Tues- 
day morning, even more people were around 
—everyone was talking Aberdeen-Angus. 
The sale got under way at promptly 12:30 
with Col. Tom McCord working in the box. 
Tom has been selling a lot of cattle and 
knows the needs of these Southern breeders 
about as well as any one. The first animal 
in the ring was Lot 17, a bull called Per- 
fection Buddy, sired by Autauga Buddy 2d 
468341 out of Duchess Gene 476066, consign - 
ed by Passmore & Smith. He was calved 
October 17, 1937, not fat but in good work- 
ing condition. Several people were interest- 
ed in this calf and for awhile, we thought 
he was going to stay in Alabama, but Mr. 
U. G. Flowers, of Vicksburg, Mississippi, 
had made up his mind to take this bull 
home. The bull sold for $260.00 which prov- 
ed to be the top of the sale. 

Top in the females was found in Lot 38, 
an April 7, 1938 heifer, Quercus Kosey 17th 
556170, sired by Barney of St. Albans 
478877 out of Quercus Kosey 7th 460056, 
consigned by C. C. Yeager, of Michigan 
City, Mississippi. This was a very correct 
little heifer that should have brought more 
money. She sold to Mr. W. M. Russell of 
Tuskegee, Alabama, for $142.50. 

The cattle went into four states. None of 
the prices were high and yet none were ex- 
tremely low; nineteen bulls averaged $155.53 
—eighteen females averaged $117.10. It 
was the kind of sale that satisfied both 
sides and made several new Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders. 

These Alabama breeders have made a 
start now. Aberdeen-Angus cattle are on 
their way in the South. It was announced 
at the close of the sale that the Alabama 
Association was going to make this an an- 
nual affair and were coming back next year 
with more and better cattle. List of pur- 
chasers and prices follow:
